VIGOROUS CONTESTS 
EXPECTED ON MEASURE 


Organized Labor Stoutly 
Opposes Work-Fight Rule. 
Predicted, However, Meas- 
ure Will Be Passed Prac- 
tically as Drawn by the 
Administration. 


Washington, August 20.—Both sen- 
ate and house will begin consideration 
of the man-power bill, extending the 
army draft age limits to 18 and 45 
years, next Thursday under plans com- 
pleted late today in a race to complete 
the legislation as soon as possible. 

With the bill ready for senate debate 
Thursday, the house committee late 
today closed its hearings and virtual- 
ly completed the measure. The bill, 
according to the committee’s plans, 
will be reported to the house tomor- 
row—with an amendment to defer 
service of youths 18 and 19 years of 
age until all others are called—and 
discussed in the house Thursday. 
An agreement with Speaker Clark and 
Representative ‘Sims, of Tennessee, in 
charge of the pending man-power Dill, 
to give the man-power measure right 
of way Thursday was secured today 
by Chairman Dent, who believes the 
draft bill "¢ai“bé passed in a single | 


day. 

F Vigoreus Contests Expected. 

Passage of the bill in the house’ 
Thursday and the senate by Saturday 
is planned by leaders. Vigorous con- 
tests, however, are expected in both 
branches. In the senate sharp debate 
is expected on the “work or fight” 
amendment, while in the house a con- 
troversy is brewing over the commit- 
tee’s amendment to defer calling boys 
of 18 and 19 years, a mandatory pro- 
vision which Secretary Baker, General 
March, chief of staff, and Provost 
Marshal General Crowder have vigor- 
ously opposed. With both senate and 
house committees pledged to lowering 
the minimum age to 18 years it ap- 
peared the age limits will be fixed as 
recommended by the war department. 

Sentiment in congress against calling 
youths found expression today in the 
house committee’s amendment. After’ 
a stormy session in which Representa- 
tive Kahn, of California, led a fight 
which he promised to renew on the 
house floor, to retain the administra- 
tion measure provision giving the presi- 
dent discretion to fix the order of calls 
for all men within the new draft limits, 
the committee voted 9 to 7 to write 
in an amendment offered by Representa- 
tive McKenzie, of Llois, republican, 
providing that all men 20 years and 
above shall be called before those of 
19 and 18 years, with the 18-year-old 
youths to be called last. The last 
amendment makes mandatory what 
Secretary Baker has indicated will be 
the policy of the war department. 

Te Favor Boys ef 18. 

The McKenzie amendment reads: 

“Provided, however, that registrants 
of the age of 19 years and not over 20 
shall be designated as ‘class nineteen’ 
and shall be drafted subsequent to 
registrants of the age of 20 and 
over 20 years; and registrants of the 
age of 18 years and not over 19 years 
shall be designated as ‘class eighteen’ 
and shall be called for service last; 
those registrants above the age of 26 
shall be called prior to those in the 
classes hereby created.” 2 

Representative Kahn and those join-

COUNTRY-WIDE PROBE: 
OF HIGH COST OF LIVING 


Investigation Being Conducted 
by the Bureau of Labor | 
Statistics. 


Washington, Amgust 20.—Country- 
wide investigation of the cost of living 
was started today by the bureau of 
labor statistics to obtain data for use 
in making wage adjustments. Six 
agents began the inquiry in Baltimore, 
calling on representative families . in 
different parts of the city. 

Information will be gathered from 
the families regarding their annual ex- 
penditures for food, clothing, housing, 
fuel, furniture and miscellaneous ex- 
penses. ; 

From data already gathered by the 
bureau an increase of three per cent 


over the price prevailing on June 15 is 
shown on 22 essential food articles 
month later. The prices of several ar- 
ticles decreased. The fine cuts of fresh 
beef dropped one per cent, navy beans 
two per cent and lard, lamb and coffee 
less than five-tenths of one per cent. 

A comparison of retail food prices for 
July 15, 1918, with prices a year pre- 
vious to that date shows for all arti- 
cles combined an increase of 15 per 
cent. Fresh beef and chicken show the 
highest increases, advancing 36 
cent.

PROFITEERING CAUSE 
OF JAPANESE OUTBREAK 


Dealers in Food Products Have 
Been Demanding Greatly 
Inflated Prices. 


Washington, August 20.—Profiteering 
on a great scale is the cause of the un- 
rest and rioting in Japan, according to 
an explanation in official quarters here. 
Not only wholesalers and middlemen, 
dealing in food products and especially 
in rice, but even the Japanese farmers 
who grow the grain have been holding 


back their stores and demanding great- 
ly inflated prices. 

Now that the Japanese government 
has seized these stores of rice prepara- 
tory to distributing them to the people 
at reasonable prices it is believed here 
the popular discontent will be allayed. 
There has also been some difficulty 
in the matter of transportation, Japan 
sharing with the allies in the need for 
sufficient ocean bottoms. Consequent- 
ly the procurement of rice from_the 
usual sources in British India and Siam 
has been obstructed. 


Tokio, August 20.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The disturbances over 
the high price of rice are reported to 
be subsiding except in north Japan, 
where they apparently are spreading. 
Mobs have burned several houses at 
Sendai. The rice exchange announces 
that 30 houses were burned in the 
Tsumiye prefecture on Thursday. 


VICTORY THIS YEAR, 
SAYS CLEMENCEAU 


French Premier Tells Senator 
Lewis War Will Be Over 
Before 1919. 


Paris, August 20.—It is the belief of 
Premier Clemenceau that a complete 
triumph will be won during the present 
year by the arms of the entente allies 
and that the war will have ended be- 
fore another year has passed, according 
to the understanding reached by the 
United States senator J. Hamilton 
Lewis, of Illinois, of remrkas of the 
premier during a lengthy conversation 
with him. The gist of the conversation 
with the consent of M. Clemenceau has 
beén given to the Associated Press by 
Senator Lewis. 

Premier Clemenceau paid high tribute 
to President Wilson as a constructive 
leader and said he was greatly impres- 
sed with Newton D. Baker, the Ameri- 
can secretary of war, as a man of great 
resource. The premier declared that 
when the American troops arrived un- 
certainty existed as to whether they 
could bring their undoubted courage 
into immediate action after having been 
trained to a life of peace. The first 
showing of the American troops had 
amazed France with their bravery and 
soldierly perfection, he said. 

The premier declared the work of the 
American troops on the battlefield did 
more to terrorize Germany than any 
other thing the enemy has met. He 
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said France had every confidence now 
that this war was on the way to imme- 
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Restriction Still Remains, 
However, on the Practice 
of Serving Ice in Drinks at 
Atlanta Founts.

The 
order issued Tuesday night is as fol- 
lows: 

“Effective at 6 o’clock, a. m., Wed- 
nesday, August 21, conservation ice or- 
ders issued by the food administration 
restricting the delivery of ice to soda 
fountains and soft drink establish- 
ments, and prohibiting the sale of soft 
drinks, near and imitation beer and 
similar beverages, and ice cream, is 
hereby suspended until further or- 
dered; provided that it shall not be per- 
missible for cracked, crushed or shav- 
ed ice to be used in glasses or pitch- 
ers, or in table or counter service; that 
ice delivered shall be solely and ex- 
clusively for the purpose of refrigera- 
tion. Publication of the foregoing or- 
der shall be accepted as official notice 
from the federal food administration to 
all parties concerned.” 

Small Supply Left. 

In announcing the foregoing suspen- 
sion of the rigid restriction, Major D. 
F. McClatchey, executive secretary of 
the food administration, made _ the 
statement that a canvass of the situa-

Must Conserve Supply. 
“The administration does not antici- 
pate that'necessity if soft drink deal- 
ers will conserve their supply, buy only 
enough for refrigerating their foun- 
tains and coolers; strictly adhere to 
the order not to serve cracked ice in 
glasses and be economical until the 
situation and the moderate weather ad- 
just themselves. 

“The same thing applies to other 
public places. They should not serve 
cracked ice in glasses or in table serv- 
ice. 

“The future of the situation, after 
Wednesday, is entirely in the hands of 
those people who are the heavy con- 
sumers of ice. The administration 
hopes they will continue to give their 
full co-operation, and asks them to do 
so.”

Stockholm, August 20.—German war 


Rainbow division, was practically shot 
to pieces in the recent fighting in 
which the division was engaged, ac- 
cording to a lettér received from Cap- 
tain Lacy Edmondson by his. wife.

Jackson, Miss., August 20.—Practical- 
ly complete returns from 52 of the 82 
counties in the state give Congreagsman 
B. Pat Harrison a majority of more 
than 10,000 votes over Senator James K. 
Vardaman and former Governor E. F. 
Noel, his opponents in the senatorial 
primary held throughout Mississippi to- 
day. These 52 counties polled an ag- 
gregate of 50,000 votes. Should the pro- 
portion keep up in the remaining coun- 
ties, which scattering returns indicate 
will be the case, Harrison will win by 
a majority of from 15,000 to 20,000, 
making a second primary unnecessary. 

Statement by Vardaman. 

Senator Vardaman , left tonight for 
Washington, but before leaving made 
the following statement 

“The reports so far, my friends, have 
been very unfavorable, but we are not 
yet defeated. Sit steady in the boat 
and hope for the best. My. defeat, if 
I am defeated, is only temporary, and 
if the people of Mississippi have made 
a mistake, we will abide by it with 
complete composure, as they will un- 
doubtedly correct their mistake. As I 
said before, if defeated the defeat will 
be only temporary. I want to thank 
my friends for their loving and loyal 
support.” 

W. Calvin Wells, secretary of the 
Harrison campaign committee, gave out 
the following statement: 

“Unquestionably Mr. Harrison has 
been nominated in the first primary. 
Mississippi is vindicated in the eyes of 
the world and her loyalty can no lon- 
ger be questioned.”

Both Harrison and 
Noel, in their campaigns, stressed pat- 
riotism and loyalty. Vardaman, 
through the campaign, denied  a)) 
charges of disloyal conduct or action. 
He said he “often disagreed with the 
president,” but was never disloyal. 

Johnson Leads Bilbo. 

In the sixth congressional district it 
was evident a second primary would be 
necessary to determine the winner in 
the race for the seat vacated by Con- 
gressman Harrison.

Record-Breaking Feat by 
Lieutenant Rene 
the Greatest -of the French 
Air Fighters.

Paris, August 20.—Lieutenant Rene 
Fonck, the famous French aviator who 
shot down three German airplanes Au- 
gust 14, as announced officially Sun- 
ay, accounted for all three of them in 
the record-breaking time of twenty 
seconds. 

Fonck went out escorted by two pa- 
troling machines. After cruising for 
ten minutes he spied four enemy two- 
seater battle planes flying in Indian 
file, with only a few hundred yards 
between each. The French flyer fell 
upon the first enemy machine with his 
machine gun. It fell in flames in ten 
seconds. Later he got his sights on 
the second machine, with the same re- 
sult. The third dodged sideways be- 
foe Fonck could take aim, and escaped, 
but by a swift turn of the rudder he 
dashed at the fourth airplane and sent 
it down to join the first two. 

Lieutenant Fonck, recognized as the 
greatest French air fighter since Cap- 
tain Guynemer, is credited with bring- 
ing down sixty enémy airplanes. Of 
these he downed six in one day in the 
course of two patrols. 

A little over a year ago Lieutenant 
Fonck entered the aerial service as a 
pilot of an airplane regulating artil- 
lery fire. After about twenty days in 
this service, during which he defeat- 
ed two German planes which had at- 
tempted to interfere with his work, he 
was put into a squadron of pursuit ma- 
chines. Eight days later he was offi- 
cially cited as an ace, having de- 


stroyed his fifth airplane. A remark- 
ably cool and daring fighter, Fonck is 
only 23 years’ old. ' 


AMERICANS BEAT 
~ GERMAN RAIDER 


Attack on U. S. Positions 
in the Woevre Sector Is 
Repulsed With Rifles and 
Grenades. : 


With the American Army in France, 
August 20.—(By the Associated Press.) 
A raid by from thirty to forty Ger- 
mans in the Woevre was beaten off by 
the Americans Sunday night, despite 
the assistance the raiders received from 
their trench mortars and gas shells. 

An American patrol discovered the 
|raiding party moving forward in the 
moonlight and attacked the enemy with 
rifles and grenades. A sharp fight 
followed, and the raiders were driven 
back to their own lines. 

Yesterday the enemy put down a 
heavy fire on the outposts,’ lines of 
communication and trenches on a com 
siderable portion of the Toul sector, 
apparently with the intention of mak- 
ing a raid. The Germans, however 
were held off by the American fire. 
AMERICANS RAID 
ON VESLE FRONT. 

With the American Army on the 
Vesle Front, August 20.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The operations of the 
Germans betWeen Soissons and Rheims 
since the French began their offensive 
northwest of Soissons, have been ¢har. 
acterized by a slightly increased use of 
artillery and a decrease in aerial ac- 
tivity. There have been no alterations 
of any importance in positions along 
the Vesle front. 

The Americans carried out raids last 
night near Bazoches. The operations 
were successful. One of the prisoners

At last reports Mangin’s men were 
still hard after the enemy, and unoffi- 
cial accounts placed the French on va- 
rius sectors well in advance of the po- 
sitions outlined in the French official 
communication. 

Along the Scarpe river, east of 
|Arras, Field Marshal Haig’s forces also 
have kept up their harassing tactics 
egainst the enemy, who has been com- 
pelled to fall back eastward along the 
Scarpe river. The Germans resisted vig- 
orously, but all to no purpose, and the 
British addvanced their lines to the 
east of the village of Fampoux.

The advance of the French 
northwest of Soissons, taken in con- 
junction with the successful man- 
uvers on the Lassigny sector and south 
of Roye, where Beuvraignes has been 
captured, seemingly means that the 
enemy forces from the Somme to the 
Oise sopn must give up their positions 
and retreat eastward. Indeed, it seems 
not improbable now that Noyon is well 
outflanked on the south and southeast, 
and the German line is none too secure 
north of Soissons, that the enemy will 
be under the necessity of moving his 
troops northward from the Vesle to- 
ward, if not across, the Aisne. 

The Germans still are stubbornly 
contesting with the British points of 
vantage on the line south of the Somme 
near Chaulnes, and north of Roye, 
which are still in German hands, and 
which are the keystones to the enemy 
defense line. With the capture of 
Beuvraignes by\ the French, however, 
Roye apparently is on the eve of fall- 
ing, and with its fall doubtless the en- 
tire line northward to the Somme also 
will give way. 

The Germans in the Merville sector 
of the Lys salient everywhere are be- 
ing closely followed by the British, as 
they give up positions under attack, 
and at last accounts they were showing 


no indication that am immediate halt is 
in their mind.

t| Their Retirement on a Wide 


Front, Simonds Says, 
Seems Only a Question of 
Hours — They Will Sur- 
render Nearly All Gains 
for the Year.

New York, August 20.—(Special.)— 
Unless all signs fail we have reached 
@ new crisis in the allied operations 
between Arras and Rheims, and a Ger- 
man retreat on a rather wide front 
behind the line of the upper Somme 
seems now a question of hours, The 
comparison today is with the sittation 
in the first twa day sof August in the 
Marne salient, just before the Germans 
made their swift retreat from the hills 
above the Ourcgq to the line of the 
Vesle. : 

What has apparently happened in the 
past 10 days since the Germans tem- 
porarily brought the Anglo-French 
thrust to a halt before the old Somme 
front line is this: Slowly but surely 
General Debeny’s first French army, 
then General Humbert’s third French 
army, and finally General Mangin’s 
tenth French army have moved for 
ward until they have passed those posi- 
tions on which the Germans stood from 
October, 1914, to the time of the Hin- 
denburg retreat in March and April, 
1917. One by one they have seized 
the vantage points of observation. 
They have occupied the crest of the 
high ground above Lassigny, they have 
pushed up between the Oise and the 


‘Aisne and in very recent days taken 


the high ground looking north over the 
Oise valley from Noyan to Laefere. 
Germans Planned Retreat. 

Had the German purpose been to 
make a permanent stay on his old 
Somme front it was of the utmost {m- 
portance to him to retain those ob- 
servation posts and to hold the high 
ground about Lassigny, just as it was 
equally important for him in the Marne 
salient to hold the high ground imme- 
diately north of Fere-en-Tardenols. 
But we are bound to conclude from 
his course that he adopted on August 
12, with respect to the Somme situa- 
tion, the same policy which he adopted 
with respect to the Marne situation on 
July 19. In other words, he decided to 
conduct a rear guard and delaying op- 
eration as long as possible, to enable 
his commanders to get back heavy ar- 
tillery and supplies out of the threaten- 
ed sectors, but he envisaged an ulti- 
mate retirement to a new line. 

The new line to which the Germans 
now intend to retire is plainly indi- 
cated on the map. From Noyon to 
Nesle he has the Canal Du Nord as an 
obstacle to an allied advance, north- 
and east of Nesle he has the upper 
Somme as far as Peronne. North of 
Peronne he has the little Tortille river, 
which the Canal Du Nord follows as 
far as the Hindenburg line. By retir- 
ing to this position he will be able 
to place between himself and the en- 
emy a water and marsh opstacle which 
will practically neutralize the tank, the 
most effective single detail in the new 
allied method of surprise attack. In the 
same fashion he may retire between 
the Aisne and the Oise to his old line 
of June, following the high ground 
north of the Oise from Noyon to the 
mouth of the Alflette river and thence 
eastward to the familiar Chemins des 
Dames position. 

It would seem that such a retreat 
is now inevitable. There is no profit 
for the German in further resistance 
on the line of the Roye. 

Heavy Cost to Germans. 

There is an enormous immediate cost 
as a result of the allied progress, and 
there is an obvious eventful peril due 
to the fact that he has behind him the 
Somme river and one of the most ele- 
mentary of military rules—that it is

The same thing ts happening to the 
north in the Flanders salient with less 
apparent pressure. The Germans are 
retiring in Picardy and north of the 
Asne as a consequence of defeats of 
two recent battles. They seem to be 
retiring from the Flanders salient to 
avoid a third battle, which would have 
to be fought under circumstances more 
disadvantageous than the circumstances 
which told to their two previous de- 
feats. 


Germans Losing All Gains. 


In sum, what we are seeing is the 
slow but sure retirement of the Ger- 
man out of all the country occupied 
by him as the result of his earlier vic- 
| tories and occupied with the intention 
of advancing upon Paris by the Oise 
and the Marne routes after having sep- 
arated the French and the British 
armies and contained the British north 
of the Somme. His offensive campaign 
is in the discard. Therefore, there is 
no reason why he should now pay a 
high price for keeping that portion of 
his conquests which is without value 
since the purpose of his campaign is 
no longer realizable. The German is 
accepting the defensive from Arras to 
Rheims, and also from Labasse to 
Ypres. He may still.attack between 
Labasse and Arras or east of Rheims, 
| but his retirement over the rest of the 
front precludes any renewal of an of- 
fensive directed at Paris. . 
_ What Foch is doing is to, follow up 
his initial triumphs by steady and sus- 
tained pressure, giving the German no 
rest, forcing him to fight on positions 
taken accidentally in the heat of bat- 
tle, exacting a high price from him 
while he occupied those positions, and 
hustling and pushing him back until 
the German reaches lines on which he 
can conduct a regular and permanent 
defense. If the German stays too long 
in any position he may meet with local 
disaster, but he seems to have recog- 
nized this fact, and all his withdrawals 
so far have been orderly, regular and 
systematic. The three phases that we 
have had in each of the two recent of- 
fensives have been first the attack, then 
the pursuit and then a slow but steady 
approach over temporary positions 
taken by the enemy to those positions 
on which he has elected to make an 
extended stay on the Marne. It was 
the Vesle line to which he ultimately 
retired on the Somme. It seems unmis- 
takably to be the Peronne-Noyon line. 
But behind both of these lineg is the 
old Hindenburg line, to which he can 
retire in case of a new successful al- 
lied offensive. Meantime, as Foch ap- 
proaches the moment when he will have 
exploited to the utmost the fruits of 
his two offensives, it becomes an inter- 
esting question where he will strike 
again, for he will strike again, still 
further disorganizing German plans 
and still further turning to advantage 
his possession of the initiative.

The program to re-establish the east- 
ern front with the aid of hundreds of 
thousands of loyal Russians is pro- 
gressing far more rapidly than was 
expected at first. The trans-Siberian 
railway will play an important part 
in the re-establishment of this line. 
That Germany appreciates the impor- 
tance of the part that this line is to 
play is shown in a dispatch printed in 
an Essen newspaper and reported from 
Amsterdam today to the effect that the 
soviet troops had blowk up “the Baikal 
tunnel.” 

It was pointed out by officials famil- 
far with this railroad that there are no 
less than 33 Baikal tunnels, all of them 
hewn out of solid rock, so that any at- 
tempts to blow up one of them would 
simply delay transportation for a short 
time until the @ebris could be cleared 
away. To destroy one of these tunnels, 
it is said, would require the services of 
expert engineers equipped with the 
most modern machinery and high ex- 
plosives.

“It is an attack on the loyalty of 
workingmen of the United States, and 
will be bitterly resented if enacted. It 
would make the world and our allies 
believe our men are slackers. 

“Who is asking for this legislation? 
Is it the Colorado Fuel company or the 
great steel trust? 

“Labor has kept faith Labor con- 
scription is not asked by the govern- 
ment, and is not necessary. This is the 
United States, not Germany.” 

That labor is asking special privi- 
leges was denied by Mr. Morrison, ask- 
ing defeat of any bill that ‘oovertly”’ 
proposes labor conscription. ? 

To sustain contentions of labor loy- 
alty, he said coal production has been 
increased with fewer miners in the 
field. 


Representative Harrison, of Virginia, 
called attention to Secretary Baker’s 
statement denying that the senate 
amendment is a labor conscription plan, 
but Mr. Morrison insisted that it is 
labor conscription, and will be used as 
such by unfair employers.

lined to the senate committee for edu- 
cation of youths. 

“There is not the slightest danger of 
that,” he declared, citing education now 
in progress at technical and other 
schools, as well as scholastic education 
of men in camps. Intensive education 
of young men drafted is planned, Dr. 
Mann explained, by expansion of pres- 
ert army schools, combining scholastic 
and military education. Youths drafted 
will be asked to volunteer for schooling, 
and by intensive education, the coun- 


try’s supply of educated and trained 
men will not be cut off. The men will 


be classified according to ages, he said. 
It is planned to keep 20-year-old boys 


and the 19-year-old class until April, 
and as long afterward as they are not 
needed for milHtary duty. Youths of 
18 probably would receive one year’s 
education, he said, 

War Department Criticised. 


The house committee had hoped to 
report out the bill today, but the Mc- 
Kenzie and other amendments caused 
the withholding of final action until 
tomorrow. There also was said to be 
a disposition by committee members 
who opposed the original draft law and 
other administration legislation to hold 
up action on the man power measure 
The war department was understood to 
have been criticised sharply during the 
closed committee session.

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“LAYING AGREEMENT 


On $8,000,000,000 Revenue 


Bill—Changes Are Sought 
by McAdoo. 


Washington, August 20.—The house 
ways and means committee, after an 


all-day discussion of administrative 


provisions and other details of the 
$8,000,000,000 revenue bill, was unable 
to reach a final agreement onthe de- 
tails of the income and excess profits 
tax schedules. Chairman Kitchin con- 
ceded that it was doubtful if the bill 
could be reported to the house by the 
committee by next Monday. He an- 
nounced, however, there is no question 
whatever of the bill raising the total 
$8,000,000,000 sought. 

Mr. Kitchin announced that Secre- 
tary McAdoo, in his latest letter, agreed 
to the plan of dividing business in 
groups for the purposes of deduction 
of pre-war earnings, but that a maxi- 
mum of 12 per cent deduction, which 
the committee had proposed to give 
to mining and kindred hazardous enter- 
prises was too great, and that 10 per 
cent was more equitable. The com- 
mittee, in all probability, will write 
into the bill a division of corporations 
and other business enterprises into two 
groups for deduction purposes in the 
war profits tax on the basis of a pre- 
war earnings. These groups probably 
will be financial and transportation 
concerns, including all pwhlic utilities, 
8 per cent deduction, end manufactur- 
ing, mining, gas and oil wells and oth- 
er miscellaneous business 10 per cent 
deduction. 

Statement by Kitchin. 

Chairman Kitchin made this state- 
ment: 

“The committee had been discussing 


administrative regulations in the bill 
not affecting the rates at all We 
adopted a provision for a board which 
will draft legislative matters, the 
board to be composed of two members, 
one to be appointed by the speaker of 
the house and the other by the vice 
president, as the presiding head of. the 
senate. We have taken no further ac-~ 
tion as to earned and unearned incomes, 
but have asked the treasury depart- 
ment to work out a plan for adminis-

the committee reached a 
agreement the ofher day.

“The only main problem left is that 
of excess. profits and we will try to 
agree on that tomorrow. We may 
finally pass on the bill Friday, but it 
is not at all certain.” 

Replying to questions Mr. Kitchin 
said that relief of the individual from 
the excess profitg tax was decided upon 
y the committ@ée long ago and was 
in the original draft of the bill. 


Experts to Draw Bills. 


The “legislative drafting board,” as 
agreed upon today, is to have a perma- 
nent body of experts to draw bills and 
other legislative documents. Wach of 
the two members will receive $6,000 a 
year. ,

INDUSTRIES ARE URGED 
T0 SHIP GOODS NOW 


Regional Director of Railroads 
Winchell Would Prevent 


Freight Congestion. 


Summer deliveries of—next winter's 
supplies is the subject of a circular 
just issued By B. L. Winchell, regional 
director of railroads, and federal tnan- 
agers and freight service agents are 
| urged to begin a campaign among ship- 
pers and industries for the purpose of 


having them, during the next three | 


months, to_order out such supplies as 
fuel, raw Material and other stocks as 
may be needed to meet ag winter’s 
demands, so that the railroads may be 
rere as far as possible during bad 
weather and periods of traffic conges- 
tion. 

By stocking up now, the various in- 
dustries can do much to prevent a rep- 
etition of the freight congestion of last 
winter, and the railroad administra- 
tion promises the industries that they 
will be aided in overcoming any diffi- 
culties with shippers of supplies so as 
to be provided now. 

The letter of the regional director 
calls attention to the fact that many 
industries in the past have depended on 
railroads to keep them supplied al- 
most from week to week, thereby using 
less storage space and tieing me less 
capital, but it is now emphasized that 
the industries must strain their capital 
and increase facilities for their own 
protection in the winter months. In 
his letter Mr. Winchell says: “The 
question of expense to stock up now 
may seem large for the moment, but 
the possibility of having to close down 
an industry for the lack of fuel and 
material will cause a loss of far greater 
amount.” 

Following the instructions from B. 
L. Winchell, regional director of rail- 
roads to federal and general managers 
of the railroads under government con- 
trol, concerning the storage of fuel and 
raw materials during the summer 
months, D. C. Lawhon, assistant sec- 
retary of the Atlanta Chamber of Com-

Negro Women Collecting 
Allotments From as Many 
As Three or Four Husbands 


Americus, Ga., August 20.—(Special.) 
Louis J. Bayley, state agent of the de- 
partment of justice, with headquarters 
in Atlanta, has been requested to send 
a representative to Americus to inveés- 
tigate alleged illegal allotments being 
paid Megro women in this county. 

Oné instance has been brought to the 
attention of the authorities where a 
negress claims to receive three allot- 
ments from her various “husbands” 
now serving in the army. This woman 
told her employer she receives ninety 
dollars a month from the government, 
and it is believed there are many oth- 
ers hereewho receive similar amounts 
illegally. e 

It is alleged many negro women now 
receive allotments from. soldiers, to 
whom they have never been married, 
and in some instances that they have 


simply to receive their allotments. 


STOCKS OF. NEWSPRINT 
LOWEST ON RECORD 


Montreal, Quebec, August 20.—Stocks 
of newsprint paper on hand at the 
mills in the United States on August 
10 “were the lowest on record,” ac- 
cording to the report of R. 8. Kellogg, 
secretary of the Newsprint Service Bu- 
reau of New York, at its quarterly 
meeting here today. 

Production in Canada was slightly 
greater in 1918 than in 1917, Mr. Kel- 
logge stated, but the: decreased produc- 
tion in the United States made the total 
amount of newsprint. paper manufac- 
tured three per cent less than last 
year, while the total mill stock on hand 
on July 31 was 41 per cent less than 
that on hand in 1917. 

J. A. B. Cowles, of New York, who 
presided at the meeting, referred to the 
fact that the United States government 
had recognized the right of ‘labor to 
organize, suggested the appointment of 
a committee of experts to advise indi- 
vidual manufacturers and help in ad- 
justing the relationship between wor- 
ers and employers.

The writer of the letter in question is 
the father of a soldier. He told his con- 
gressman that he had filed with the treas-

remittance from Uncle Sam he received 
from a firm of “pension” attorneys a con- 
tract form blank to be filled out by him, 
employing the firm to collect the claim and 
agreeing to pay a commission of 20 per cent 
for the “services rendered.” 

Of course, the only possible assumption 
is that the original claim fell into the hands 
of a department employee who is also the 
agent “on the inside” for the law firm on 
the outside and who would add to his own 
income by collaboration with men so unscru- 
pulous and so conscienceless as to graft 
upon those suffering the superlative pangs 
of war. ; : 

That sort of thing is about the most rep- 
rehensible and corrupt form of “business” 
of which the mind can conceive, and let us 
hope that it will be stopped before it be- 
comes fairly started. 

It plainly is the duty of those in author- 
ity to locate the guilty go-between, who, it 
is to be presumed, is employed under civil 
service rules, and oust him without further 
ado—providing he cannot be made to suffer 
@ more severe penalty for his cupidty and 
his crookedness. 

And, if possible under the law, an im- 
pressive example should be made of the 
would-be pension grafters. 

All who might stoop to that level should 
be given to understand right at the outset— 
just as the real casualty lists are beginning 
to come in—that that sort of thing will not 
be tolerated for an instant.in connection 
with this war, as it has been to a deplorable 
and scandalous degree in connection with 
wars in the past!

SHIPBUILDING IN CHINA. | 


To the average American the announce- 
ment that the United States Shipping Board 
has negotiated with China for the imme 
diate construction of four steel cargo ves 
sels of 10,000 tons each, with options for 
the construction of 80,000 additional tons 
of steel freighters, will come somewhat in 
the nature of a surprise. . 

In the common conception of a Chinese 
built vessel is inseparably associated with 


that type of craft known as the junk. Ameri- | 


cans have also a different definition for the 
word junk which adds nothing to its dig- 
nity, to be sure, and which makes it all the 


harder for the man on the street to realize 
that “the heathen Chinee” is able and 
equipped to build simultaneously twelve 
modern steel ocean carriers, each of 10,000 
tons * burden. 

But he is. At any rate, China has con- 
tracted for the first four of the ships, and 
it is expected that delivery will begin with- 
in about six months from the time the steel 
is received at the Chinese yards. . 

There is plenty of steel in China, but it 
has not been mined. Therefore, most of the 
material entering into the construction of 
the hulls of the proposed craft will be 
shipped from this country, all of the iron 
castings required to be obtained in China. 

It is officially reported that “in his ef- 
forts to rapidly upbuild American merchant 
marine and in his search for places where 
ships could be constructed Chairman Hur- 
ley (of the shipping board) found that China 
was well equipped for a substantial con- 
tribution for this work.” 

And following the closing of negotiations 
with China for the ship construction pro- 
gram—which will involve an expenditure of 
$30,000,000, by the way—the state depart- 
ment transmitted to the Chitese govern- 
ment this significant message from Mr. 
Hurley: 


“The United States shipping board to- 
day completed negotiations for the con- 
struction of a number of merchant 
vessels at the Chinese government's ship- 
yard at Shanghai. This happy arrange- 
ment enables Chinese industry to become. 
still more effective in support of our 
splendid armies who are now advancing 
toward their assured victory. By making 
ships, China will be directly making war 
upon the common enemy. The occasion 
is one of good augury of future industrial 
and commercial co-operation between 
your great country and the United States, 
and I confidently believe will more firm- 
ly cement the traditional friendship be- 
tween the two peoples.” 


Every day China, which declared war 
against both Germany and Austria on Au- 
gust 14, 1917, is becoming more and more 
aggressively active as a belligerent on the 
side of world freedom, and its entrance on 
SO large a scale into the all-essential ship- 
building field affords it only another, yet 
very effective, opportunity to help and to 
hasten the work of overpowering the Hun. 


SOLDIERS AND DISEASE. 


The surgeon general of the United 
States army has just completed tabulation 
of the health record of the American fight- 
ing forces, both overseas and at home, 
which should prove a source of consolation 
and comfort to the civilian public whose 
sons and brothers are under arms and re- 
assurance to the young men who are to join 
the colors later on. 

The report shows that for the week end- 
ing July 26 within the American expedition- 
ary forces and the troops stationed in the 
United States the “annual death rate for 
disease” was 1.9 per 1,000 men, or less than 
two men per 1,000 per year! 

This rate is based upon an approximate 
strength of 2,500,000 men, and, says the 
report, “includes men living under abnor- 
mal conditions,” the overseas record being 
made “while American soldiers were par- 
ticipating in the heavy fighting in the 
Marne salient, when they were frequently 
compelled to sleep and eat under the most 
primitive conditions.” 

Commenting upon the remarkable show- 
ing here cited the Official U. S. Bulletin 
says— 

That this record is truly representative 
of the general health of the troops is 
shown by the combined reports, which 
indicate the figure of 2.8 per 1,000 as 
the average death rate for disease dur- 
ing the past two months. 

This is a health rate which, so far as is 
known, has never been even approximated, 
to say nothing of being surpassed. Statis- 
tics show that during the Mexican war the 
United States army’s annual death rate from 
disease was 100 per 1,000; during the civil 
war the disease death rate in 1862 was 40 
per 1,000, while during the following year it 
averaged 60 per 1,000, and during the Span- 
ish-American war we lost men from disease 
at the rate of 25 per 1,000 per year. So far 
as the records show the lowest army disease 
death rate recorded was that of the Jap- 
anese army during the Russo-Japanese war, 
which was 20 per 1,000. 

The annual death rate from disease 
among men of military age in civil life is 
6.7 per 1,000; so, thanks to the efficiency of 
the medical and sanitation divisions of the 
United States army, a man within the army 
is by far safer, so far as disease hazard 
goes, than is the non-combatant at home!

So pleaded G. W, Mc- 
Kay, secretary of the National Creamery 
Butter Manufacturers’ association at the re- 
cent hearings before the joint committee on 
definitions and standards.

concluded. The committee has announced 
that it will not come to a conclusion as to 
“butter standard and labels” before about 
three montha. 

J. J. Farrell, president of the National 
Creamery Butter Manufacturers association, 
testified before the United States senate 
finance committee that there is more butter 
shipped from these centralizers to the south 
than we produce in the whole ten southern 
states. 

Why would we not eat this butter if it 
came labeled so we would know it? 

At one session of the hearings in St. 
Paul the subject of the butter-fat content 
being covered, the committee asked for in- 
formation on the subject of neutralizers. 
One of the dairy and food commissioners 
said: “I think we will enjoy our dinners 
more if we do not talk about neutralizers 
until after dinner.” 

The dafry specialist of the University of 
Minnesota informed the commissioner that, 
“The use of neutralizer is common to what 
we call the centralizing system of butter 
making, the cream the centralizers receive is 
generally a week old, and sometimes more 
than that.” He says: “If the people who 
use butter made through this process of neu- 
tralization were required to use the cream 
before it was churned, all human senses of 
smell and taste would revolt.” When asked 
what was used as neutralizer, he said that 
some use lime and some Wyandotte washing 
powder. 

The assistant dairy and food commis- 
sioner informed the committee that on June 
6 he was waiting for a train at Maiden Park. 
“There were ten cans of cream on the plat- 
form. The baggage man wheeled the truck 
in line and one can tipped off, and I was 
ashamed to be acquainted with the 
business from the odor ofthatcanof cream.” 

Mr. Elov Erickson agaid: “I have found 
in the old cream that has been neutralized 
there is always a trace of ammonia. That 
is good evidence that there is putrefaction. 
The putrid bacteria may still be in the but- 
ter even after the cream is pasteurized.” 

Professor M. Mortenson, of Iowa, said that 
if butter made without neutralizer be com- 
pared with butter made with it, the two 
products will be found essentially different 
in quality; that by the use of the neutralizer 
and deodorizer you simply renovate the cream 
instead of the butter. 

Mr. Sinclair said: “I think it is a mis- 
take to talk neutralizer at all in an open 
meeting.” 

Many other experts were heard, .and all 
said hard things about the system of butter- 
making. 

The co-operative and the clean sweet- 
cream butter makers insisted before the com- 
mittee at these hearings that this great cen- 
tralizing system by those unfair methods are 
rapidly destroying the decent and honest 
dairy business; and are pleading with the 
committee to require these centralizers to 
label their butter in such a way as to show 
its true character. ~~ 

Why they are not prosecuted under the 
adulterated butter law or under the pure 
food law can only be understood by those 
who know the powerful political lobby main- 
tained in Washington and in the several 
dairy states where they are principally lo- 
cated. 

The south has never really understood 
ita interest in this matter. We furnish large 
quantities of peanut and cotton seed oils 
for the production of oleomargarine, which 
is made under strict gqvernment supervision 
and every package ig marked “U. S. inspected 
and passed.” As shown above, the south is 
the main dumping ground for this artifi- 
cially colored, beautifully wrapped, put 
filthy product often from the milk of dis- 
eased cows, which comes to us ag various 
brands of “fancy creamery butter.” This 
is not only unfair competition with the prod- 
uct into which our oils enter, but it is unfair 
to our local creameries, which we are so 
earnestly striving to build up along clean 
and healthy lines. It is also cruelly unfair 
to the great mass of our southern consum- 
ers, 
The Dairy Record, published in Minneapo- 
lis, says: ‘The very fact that the users of 
neutralizers themselves predict a great fall- 
ing off in the sale of their butter, if the con- 
sumer knew what he is buying, should con- 
vince the joint committee on definitions and 
standards that the consumer should know 
what he is buying.” 

It is yet two or three months before the 
question will be decided. In the meantime 
our southern dairymen, oil mill men, peanut 
and cotton seed producers and consumers’ 
organizations should inform themselves, and 
urge upon the joint committee on definitions 
and standards, Washington, D. C., such regu- 
lations as will protect our health and indus- 
tries.

Bailey Writes of 
Great Allied Advance at 
Chateau Thierry. 


Vivid details of the famous American 
drive between Soissons and Chateau. 
when the Americans first 
started the Germans on the backward 


the army of the German crown prince, 
are given in a letter from Lieutenant 
Colonel B. M. Bailey, of the 346th Field 
artillery, who is the husband of a well- 
Known Atlanta woman, formerly Miss 


Colonel Bailey begins his account of 
the Chateau Thierry drive by telling of 
the preparatinos of the American 
troops, and he follows the fierce fight- 
ing through to the end, giving graphic 
descriptions of exceedingly interesting 
incidents of_the battlefield. 

Stery ef the Fight. 

Below is his letter in full: 

“July 14 1 was back of the line. That 
night we moved. We continued two days 
and nights without rest, then went into po- 


sition, rested for four hours, marched dur- 
ing a black fhiight and arrived in a deep, 
beautiful forest and occupied a firing po- 
sition under a little fire. 

“For two days troops, guns and tanks 
arrived in streams. I saw roads jammed 
with trucks for miles going in both direc- 
tions. No one, not even the enemy, knew 
what was going to happen. 

“About midnight on the 18th I figured, a 
rolling barrage was ordered to protect an 
infantry regiment’s gdvance at 4:35 a. m. 
At 4 o’clock when it was quite light in the 
east I climbed up a high tree with my tele- 
phone. It was a wonderful high forward 
point and I could see the German front 
and what was to be the battlefield for 
miles. 

“Promptly at 4:35 my own and what 
seemed to be a thousand other cannon 
boomed tegether, and it was some ‘crack 0’ 
dawn. I could see my barrage fire crawl 
or roll along like a big cloud of dust from 
5:85 to 6:35. The rising sun alternately 
colored it gray and red, a panorama upon 
which was silhouetted the figures of hun- 
dreds of the bravest,and most determined 
men I have ever known. 


. Tanks Here and There. 


“ome ‘were my dear friends, many of 
course total strangers, but all had the same 
determination and haardous mission. Here 
and there moved small intermediate and 
‘monster steel tanks blazing fire, death and 
destruction as they advanced, the enemy 
barrage falling on our men, but fafling to 
stop them. Here and there shells burst 
and left holes in the lines. 

“As the sun rose you could see poor fel- 
lows lying where they fell. Among them 
later I found the body of the major whom 
I have supported with my fire in attacks 
since I first arrived. 

“After the barrage was ended I got up 
my horses and prepared to cadvance. As 
we knew we would need more ammunition 
to advance, we had early in the morning 
dumped our shells on the ground near our 
gmuns and sent the cassions back for more. 
As we prepared to advance we found the 
caitssons had no* yet arrived due to the jam 
in the road, but this did not stop us. I 
filled baggage and wireless wagons with 
shells and made each soldier carry a shell 
in his pocket and a large number of fuses. 

“We started out with two batteries, 
cleared the road of trees fallen by shells, 
cut wire entanglements, filled shell holes 
and were the first to break through the 
gap and smash the enemy from an ad- 
vanced point. 

“The remainder of the story includes 
three more advances that day, the capture 
of batteries still smoking, the taking of 
hundreds of prisoners and the caring of 
many American, but ten times as many 
Boche wounded. They all received the 
same attention. Some day I'll try to de- 
scribe the _ horror, but the magnificent 
grandeur of this great battle. 

Huns Fight to End. 

“About some of the German batteries the 
Huns fought to the end. At others they 
fled and left even their maps and field 
Blasses. Late in the day I ate a meal all 
prepared for a German major and turned 
his guns on nis retreating forces. Today I 
have more enemy cannon than I can fire. 
Right now seventeen Boche guns of vari- 
ous caliber are firing on the Soissons- 
Chateau Thierry road where the crown 
prince’s army is retreating. About us is 
the flower of the French army, as far as I 
can learn. 

“Tonight I am in the midst of the havoc 
created by my guns two days ago. We 
have buried nearly all the American dead, 
but there are so many dead Germans that 
we can’t hope to bury them for several 
days and keep up the right at the same 
time. The sterch from mangled German 
boys’ bodies i# stifling. I have to chew 
tobacco to keep my stomach from rebelling. 

“Yesterday I was caught in a light shell- 
fire and had to seek cover in a tunnel 
filled with the most horrible sights I have 
ever seen or hope to see. In a small 
bloody hole I found an American 
gineer’s equipment and slicker. In 
pockets were letters from his mother. 
must be a wonderful woman, brave, 
tured and humorous. I started to send 
back the letters to her, but decided not to 
give her such a gruesome relic of a brave 
man’s end. 

“In front of my guns I buried a lieu- 
tenant, U.S. R. infantry, and in his pockets 
was a little Bible, a photo of his wife, a 
little silk flag and the information that he 
had been a Syracuse professor of lan- 
guages. In front of him were two dead 
Germans.”

WOUNDED IN BATTLE. 
AT CHATEAU THIERRY 


Lieutenant I. G. Walker, an Atlanta 
boy and a former employee at Eise- 
man’s, in a recent letter to Jack Webb, 
gives a vivid description of how the 
French and Americans stopped the Hun 
drive at Chateau Thierry and in the 
Champagne, causing them to beat a 
disorderly retreat, while the allied 
forces hotly pursued, pushing their of- 
fensive far into the German lines. _ 

Lieutenant Walker was struck by a 
fragment of a high explosive shell in a 
counter drive by the Germans and at 
the time the letter was written was 
confined to a hospital recovering from 
his wound. 

Some idea of the severity of the con- 
flict. at Chateau Thierry may be ob- 
tained from one xztatement of Lieuten- 


ant Walker when he writes: 
days and nights we didn’t stop, and we 
finally caught up with the retreating 
Germans. We had to cross the river on 
trees under fire of artillery that was 
the worst ever. The machine guns were 
also giving us the dickens, but luck 
was with us, for my platoon only lost 
three men in crossing. We crossed 
at 7 o’clock in the morning and fought 
all day. Once, when the Germans 
counter attacked I counted 30 that 
they left behind when they were re- 
pulsed. 

“The Boches located us after a while 
and shelled us with shrapnel and high 
explosives at intervals all day; I had 
a gun knocked out, the gunner killed 
and was hit myself by. the same shell. 
The shell was one of 16 large ones, 
the kind that makes a hole big enough 
to put two horses in. I guess I am 
the luckiest fellow in the world.” 

Lieutenant Walker, whose wife re- 
sides at 106 Juniper street, is well 
known in Atlanta, having been employ- 
ed for several years at Eiseman’s be- 
fore entering the service. Formerly 
he saw service on the Mexican border 
and was later transferred to the Rain- 
bow division, going to France last fall.

Denying Own Death

old son and went with Uncle Sam, as a 
photographer. He tovk a three months’ 
course at the United States school of 
aerial photography at Cornell universi-«- 
ty, Ithica, N. Y. 

After becoming familiar with aeria} 
Photography and airships in general, 
from practical experience he obtained 
by being daily in the service at Elling< 
ton Field, Texas, he has developed and 
perfected a device by which aerial pho- 
tography, observations and bombing are 
made more useful and practical. Upon 
request from Washington, the plans 
were sent in for consideration by me- 
chanical engineers and camera experts. 
The president of the Eastman Kodak 
company has also become interested in 
it and has requested the government 
to look into the matter. 

Mr, Davis is now at home on a 
month’s furlough as a result of his 
excellent work and while the experts 
are examining his invention. In the 
event the plans are adopted by the 
government, the aerial part of the gov- 
ernment will be completely revolu-.

Heroic Deeds Described. 


The acts for which the men were 
decorated are thus described in Gen- 
eral Pershing’s report: 

Private Curn Christenberry, Infantry: 
“After having been wounded,. he re- 
mained courageously at his post under 
heavy shell fire and not only afforded 
an inspiring example by that fortitude, 
but rescued comrades who had been

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COLLECTING: CASUALTIES 
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| Prompt Reports Almost Ime 
possible, as Accuracy Comes 
Before Speed. 


With the American Army in France, 
August 20.—(By the Associated Press.) 
The recent Marne fighting has illus- 
trated sharply the difficulties in 
prompt reporting the casualties. The 
army authorities keenly realized the 
anxiety prevailing at -home since this 
first extended action largely par- 
ticipated in by the American forces 
and the whole machinery of casualty 
reports has been worked to the limit 
within the basic rule of accuracy be- 
fore speed. : 

The system of keeping track of every 
man of the American expeditionary 
forces is well organized, but it is gi- 
gantic. It radiates from the central 
record office where is kept the com- 
plete history of every officer and man 
and civilian worker. 

Facts concerning every casualty are 
rushed by courier to the central rec- 
ords office, where a check is made 
against his name and a record to pre- 


vent confusion and to identify him. 
Then a message is prepared and check- 
ed back and then cabled to Washing- 
ton, where the next of kin is notified 
and the list published. 

The work is done as expeditiously 
as possible and were it not for battle 
conditions beyond human remedy the 
American people might read each 
day’s roll of honor the next day. In 
trench fighting and in small opera- 
tions it is possible to make almost 
immediate casualty reports, but in a 
warfare of movement, involving large 
numbers and extended territory such 
as the Marne battle, the task becomes 
difficult and slow, despite the best 
efforts of the authorities. 

The regulations require that every 
report of killed, wounded or missing 
must be ing frwas beyond a doubt. 


Units moving fdrward for hours under 
heavy fire, losing men on the way, 
cannot pause to check casualties. 
These must come later from dressing 
stations, hospitals or burying parties 
operating in the wake of the advanc- 
ing lines. 

Frequently company, battalion or 
even regimenta] records and reports 
are destroyed or lost in action. At 
Seicheprey a certain American unit 
was isolated for nearly two days by 
a heavy German barrage. Several mem- 
bers of the unit sacrificed their lives 
in an effort to-penetrate the wall 
of fire. Finally a German raiding 
party captured and made off with the 
organization's records. On another 
occasion a statistical unit was bombed 
out of its position and its carefully 
prepared casualty reports were scat- 
tered over the landscape. 

Again replacement troops may be 
thrown into action with some organi- 
zation being reformed for attack; the 
unit commander having no knowl- 
edge of who they are. Thus, if the 
records are lost or destroyed by shell- 
fire or bombing it becomes almost 
impossible make accurate casual- 
ties reports™for days, perhaps for 
weeks. 

American wounded often find their 
way into French or British dressing 
stations and are sent on to French or 
British hospitals. They are carried 
on their own rolls as missing until 
finally they find their way back to 
their own units or are officially re- 
ported at home as missing. 

With the assistance of trained ex- 
perts the authorities are constantly 
endeavoring to speed up casualty re- 
ports, but they are unwilling to 
Sacrifice accuracy so that as far as 
is possible needless pain and anxiety 
to the families and friends of the men 
may be avoided. 


10,000 TONS OF CEREALS 
TO BE SENT TO HOLLAND 


Washington, August 20.—At the ur- 
gent request of the government of The 
Netfierlands, the war trade board has 
granted permission for the steamship 
Nieuw Amsterdam to take a cargo of 
10,000 tons of cereals to Holland. The 
permission was granted, an announce- 
ment tonight stated, after an agree- 
ment had been made whereby the Nieuw 
Amsterdam, on its next trip from this 
country, will carry a cargo for the 
Belgian relief commission. 

The cargo of 0,000 tons of cereals 
will wipe out almost completely the 
stock of 50,000 tons of grain in this 
country dlloted to Holland at th~ 
the ships of that nation in American 
ports were taken over. By the terms of 
that agreement Holland was to receive, 
also, 50,000 tons of grain from South 
America. The South American stock, 
it is said, has been virtually untouched 
owing to failure of The Netherlands 
government to secure permission from 
Germany to send bottoms to carry it. 

The 10,000 tons’ cargo which the 
Nieuw Amsterdam is to carry, in. the 
opinion of officials, will insure a sup- 
ply of grain for Holland until the — 
of that country and its neutral neigh- 
bors can be harvested. 


OVERCROWDED TRAINS 
EXPLAINED BY M’ADOO 


Washington, August 20.—Overcrowd- 
ed trains and unsatisfactory passenger 
service in some sections of the country 
are caused by the necessity of using 
many day coaches and sleeping cars 
for troops transportation and by heavy 
burden of hauling war supplies. Direc- 
tor General McAdoo explained today in 
a “statement to the public.” 

“Among the many patriotic duties of 
the American public at this time is the 
duty.to refrain from traveling unnec- 
essarily,” said Mr. McAdoo, referring to 
the fact that decreased passenger traf- 
fic would release locomotives, track fa- 
‘eilities and employees for the more 
vital war freight movement. 


MORE WOMEN WORKERS
